INGREASES 10 23 
IN NINE STATES 


‘Property Damage Runs

PHOENIX, Ariz., May 2.—(>)— 
Arizona served formal notice today 
that a suit challenging the construc- 
tion of Boulder Dam will be filed 
with the supreme court of the United 
States if congress grants -President 
Hoover's request for a $10,660,000 ap- 
propriation to start work on the great 
reclamation and power project. 

The state’s intentions were con- 
tained in a statement issued by

As the days grow milder we take 
little interest in hot griddle cakes, but 
do relish crisp muffins or tender bis- 
cuit at the morning meal. If the 
family is small it pays to make muf- 
fins enough for two meals, reserving 
part to split and toast the next morn- 
ing. These muffins should be of fair 
size,‘to wake agreeable portions, and 
can be quickly browned on the inner 
side, then generously buttered and set 
in the oven (with heat turned off) 
while the breakfast ‘fruit is eaten. 
Kither corn, graham or white muffins 
are good this war, especially with 
marmalade or honey. 

Scones are excellent made with 
aweet or sour cream or mixed with 
mashed potato for tenderness, A plain 
biscuit dough calls for two cups of 
the flour mixture and a cup of riced 
potato, made into a fairly stiff dough, 
as the potato softens it. Or the pre- 
vared flour may be moistened with 
ain cream and shortening omitted. 
A beaten egg, just the yolk, im- 
proves the cream scone: with sour 
milk we add half a teaspoon of soda 
for a cup of cream, and use one tea- 
gpoon less of baking powder. Koll 
the dough inte a round shape, then 
with a floured knife cut it across into 
four or six sections, trush each 
lightly with milk or a little of the 
beaten egg, diluted with milk or 


or 


water. Bake in a hot oven. If pre- 
ferred, these may be cooked on an 
oiled griddle, omitting the moist tep- 
ping, and browning each side lightly. 
Serve very hot, for lunch or break- 
fast. These make satisfactory short- 
cakes too. Some folks split them and 
pour over a savory white sauce con- 
taining meat stock or flavored with a 
bouillon cube or with bits of cooked 
meat, such as summer sausage, crisp 
bacon or shreds of dried beef. Serve 
plain buttered scones with fresh as- 
paragus, or if you must cut this vege- 
table up, make a thin cream sauce, 
using the liquid from the asparagus 
and a beaten egg yolk with the deli- 
cate vegetable, and pour all over the 
tender scones, 
Liked by Many. 

This is more economical when as- 

paragus is expensive, and many peo- 


ple like it served in this manner. At | 


its best, however, the plain hot vege- 
table is served whole with plenty of 
butter, after careful draining. It is 
good with some lemon juice squeezed 
over it, and extra fine with a mound 
of chopped hard cooked egg, heated in 
butter. Asparagus vinaigrette is a 
nopular salad, the chilled 
drenched with French dressing that 1s 
thick with minéed pickle, parsley and 
mild onion. For a simple imitation 
of the rich and delicious Hollandaise

sauce, try addng a third or half its 
bulk of mayonnaise to smooth white 
sauce. Stir it in gently over the fire 
and add one or two beaten egg yolks. 
Be sure it is all hot and well sea- 
soned, then pour into a warmed sauce 
boat and serve with asparagus. This is 
also a delicious sauce with poached 
eggs on slices of *ham and is espe- 
cially suitable for artichokes. This 
vegetable is usually expensive when 
in the market, but now we can buy 
the artichoke hearts in cans—not too 
expensive and with no waste. 


While tomatoes are high we like to 
get the flavor through our lettuce 
salad by cutting the tomato into bits. 
draining off the juice and mixing well 
with minced onion and parsley. Then 
blend with one part mayonnaise to 
two of French dressing and mix light- 
ly with, or pour over, the crisp dry 
lettuce. One tomato will flavor and 
color four portions of salad. A sin- 
gle cucumber, chopped fine, with some 
chives, adds 100 per cent to the 
French dressing for sliced or quar- 
tered tomatoes. If time does not per- 
mit of natural drying of lettuce leaves 
after mashing, lay each wet leaf on 
soft cloth and when all are spread

A pleasing sweet to make at this 
time calls for four cups of thinly 
sliced rhubarb (washed but not peel- 
ed) the juice of two, and grated rind 
of one orange, a small can of crushed 
pineapple and a pound of sugar. Boil 
the rhubarb and orange 20 minutes. 
add the pineapple, sugar and speck of 
salt and cook until thick, or when a 
little of the syrup, quickly chilled, 
does not run. 

For a luscious tart. spread this jam 
over crisp pastry shells, and top with 
a cooked cream filling blended with 
a little whipped cream. With the pas- 
try and fillings in readiness, these 
may. be put together quickly, just be- 
fore serving time.

Strawberry cream tarts. using 
fresh sweetened berries instead of this 
jam, are especially good if the fruit 
is spread over the filling.

The case was started last winter 
when young Rev. Bennett had printed 
some handbills which accused Miss 
Warren of smoking and helping a 
man drink a bottle of whisky. 

Miss Warren countered with a suit 
for criminal libel. 

Some of the citizens took sides with 
the Rev. Bennett. Others supported 
the pretty school teacher. Almost the 
whole town was drawn up in two 
warring camps. 

Then came the trial and attorneys 
for the Rev. Bennett put up unique 
defense that it is impossible to libel 
a woman of 1930 merely by saying 
that she drinks and smokes. 

“Smoking and drinking by modern 
women is an established custom,” the 
chief defense counsel told the jurors. 
“It therefore is not libel to say a 
woman does something which ¢ustom 
makes perfectly proper for her to do.” 

Miss Warren and her attorneys 
next had their say. Miss Warren 
said that she didn’t drink and that 
she didn’t smoke and that she didn’t 
think nice women did such things, 
either, and anybody who would ac- 
cuse a nice woman of drinking and 
smoking, said Miss Warren, certainly 
was guilty of libel. 

Judge J. H. Bowren gave the case 
to the puzzled jurors yesterday. It 
was a foregone conclusion, said court 
attaches, that the Rev. Warren would 
be found guilty.

The report shows that deaths 
from automobile accidents not only 
lead the list of all accidental deaths, 
but shows in addition an increase 
of pe¥centage from 41.24 in 1929 
for the first quarter of 1929 to 
44.24 for the same period this year. 

Disregard of common rules of the 
road were held responsible for the 
greater part of these fatal accidents, 
while loss of control as the result 
of speeding ran a close second in 
the responsibility for the snuffing 
out of the lives of so many of our 
citizens. 

Deaths from such causes as falls, 
drowning and machinery, which in 
years gone by led the list, are now 
far down in the percentage column, 
not because of any decrease in such 
accidental deaths, but on account of 
the present staggering loss of life 
due to automobile*accidents. 

With madness, irresponsibility 
and drunkenness at the wheels of 
so many automobiles it behooves 
the sane and sober driver not only 
to “watch his own step,’’ but as 
well to so proceed that he can avoid 
the eriminal carelessness of other 
drivers. Only in such a way can he 
avoid the possibility of death or in- 


jury.

In the total 
sales of nearly $6,000,000 yesterday 
the natural ga¥ stocks suffered the 
worst, although the whole market had 
a bad drop in the final hour.

Why is copper the only metal of 
any importance that the United 
States government «does not protect by 
an import duty? 

This question was asked and an- 
swered by Frank C. Armstrong, New 
York copper man, in an address last 
night in Philadelphia before the Amer- 
ican Academy of Political and Social 
Science, 

It is only recently that ,copper de- 
posits have been found elsewhere than 
in the United States—in such places 
as Canada, South America and Africa. 
And this does change radically the 
traditional American point of view. 

Laid down in New York in 1928, 
Chile’s production cost was _ 5.084 
cents per pound; Nevada’s production 
cost for the same year was 9.197 
cents. - 

So copper produced by the Nevada 
Consolidated Copper Company was 
per cent higher than that produced by 
the Chile Copper Company of Chile. 

Quéstion: Should the United States 
allow foreign copper, owned largely 
by American interests and produced 
under “slave laBor conditions” to en- 
ter the United States markets duty 
free to compete with copper produced 
in American mines at a much higher 
cost for free labor? 

Mr. Armstrong says it should 
not be allowed. ‘He aske@ in his ad- 
dress for a duty of not less than 6 
per cent a pound to protect Amerijcan 
copper mines and American labor in 
the same way that the government 
protects every other metal but cop- 

er. 
. “The copper situation,” said Mr. 
Armstrong, “presents what is the first 
outstanding illustration of the results 
of the exportation of capital from the

THE ADVANTAGES OF DIA- | 
THERMY EXTIRPATION | 
OF TONSILS. 

In a scientific contribution to one, 
of the medical journals Clarence II. 
Burton, D. D. 8S. M. D., gives a 
brief description of his, own exteu- 
sive experience in performing tonsil- 
lectomy on the London Throat hos- 
pital, London, England, and with va- 
rious methods and instruments that 
are popular with throat specialists 
in America. He tells of his dissatis- 
faction with the results in many cases, 
for surgical tonsillectomy is not al- 
ways the great success in practice 
that it is in the conversation or writ- 
ings of the throat specialists.

6. Ability to eat and drink imme- 
diately after treatment.

1. Complete extirpation of tonsils 
requires perhaps 6 to 12 treatments 
in the average case, at intervals of 
several days, and this is tedious for 
both patient and physician.

Is a tariff war between Canada and 
the United States probable? The 
budget introduced this week into the 
Canadian parliament by Finance Min- 
ister C. A. Dunning. appears to point 
that way. 

Although the liberal party has al- 
ways been favorable to American busi- 
ness deyelopment, the -Dunning bud- 
get is the most comprehensive meas- 
ure on tariff revision introduced in 
the Canadian parliament since Wil- 
liam Fielding introduced his famous 
“British preference” principle in 1897. 

Out of a total of 1,188 schedules 
mentioned, 500 of them are drawn 
directly to encourage a diversion of 
trade away from the United States 
and to Canadian and British inter- 
ests. 

The business implications of this 
new budget are far-reaching and seri- 
ous. The budget includes a system of 
countervailing tariff schedules which 
will make the Canadian duty on com- 
modities in respective trade between 
Canada and the United States equal 
to the United States tariff. Wheat, 
flour, rye, oats, live stock, eggs, but- 
ter, meats, potatoes, soups, cut flow- 
ers and cast iron pipe are products 
included. 

“Those who raise prohibitive bar- 
riers against our products entering 
their markets must expect that we will 
extend favor to our own good cus- 
tomé?fs rather than to them,” said the 
finance minister. “I would rather 
extend lower tariff favors to those 
who extend them to us than to adopt 
prohibitive tariffs in return for like 
treatment.” 

A British economic union, combin- 
ing the British isles with all of the 
British dominions, may yet work out 
to be more than an idle dream, But 
American businessmen had better 
watch their steps—for Canada is 
America’s

Answer.—I believe I am giving a 
fair deal to all concerned, namely, the 
patient, the family doctor and the 
specialist. I have had literally thou- 
sands of letters from people who, I 
believe, have suffered from the mis- 
take of running to. specialists for 
something the ordinary general prac- 
titioner could do as well or better. 
If any reader can cite experience 
tending to show that a patient is 
wise to go straight to a specialist of 
his own choosing, rather than con- 
sult an “ordinary” or family physi- 
cian I'll be glad to give that side of 
the problem fair consideration here. 
Meanwhile, Doctor, I’m “agin” all 
specialists who compete with real doc- 
tors on the basis of the popular de- 
lusion that a specialist is ipso facto 
more skillful or better educated than 
a general practitioner is. I still be- 
lieve that this modern commercial 
specialism is a blight on medicine and 
its material success in some commu- 
nities is a sad commentary on popu- 
lar intelligence. 

Inadvertence, 

Lest you overlook it I call 
your attention to a short  ab- 
stract from the British Medical 
Journal reprinted in Vol. 94, No. 
3 Jour. American Medical Asso- 
ciation. How the editor of the 
American journal ever let such 
an indorsement of electrocoagula- 
tion (diathermy) of~<diseased ton- 
sils get by is a mystery, in the 
light of the attitude of the edi- 
tor up to the present. (S. J. 
C., M. D.) 

Answer.—Thank you, Doctor. The 
British Medical Journal, it appears, 
has published the view of so distin- 
guished an authority as McKenzie 
that “diathermy extirpation will come 
to be the method of choice for re- 
moving tonsils in adults.” In spite 
of the attitude of the American med- 
ical journal, however, this modern 
method is now the method of choice 
for removing tonsils in some of the 
more fortunate communities of this 
country. If my tonsils had to be re 
moved I’d go to a great deal of in- 
convenience or expense if necessary 
to find a doctor who can extirpate 
them with diathermy.
